by that power 

been expended and in addition to this 
there is a deficit of 11,000,000 marks 
in last year's budget. Not only has 
the surplus wealth of recent years en- 
tirely disappeared, but owing to a 
somewhat extravagant governmental 
policy, many public works, the com- 
mencement of which liavo cost large 
sums of money, remain unfinished and 
must, if completed, cause a depletion of 
the treasury for years to come. The 
revenue for the ensuing financial year 
•will be utterly insufficient for their 
completion, inasmuch as it lacks up- 
wards of 10,000,000 marks requisite 
for the ordinary cost of carrying on the 
Government of the country. The de- 
crease in revenue is mainly duo to 
commercial depression, but losses thus 
caused have boon made good by an in- 
crease in diroct taxation, under which 
head no less than 45 per cent, of Ger- 
many's revenue in contributed. In 
large towns taxation has been tripled 
during the last twelve years, notwith- 
standing the fact that the resources of 
the people have been gradually but 
sensibly declining. In England 13 per 
cent., and in Franco 25 per cent., of the 
revenue is .derived from direct taxa- 
tion, but with the large percentage al- 
ready taken from the pockets of the 
German people it was no matter for 
surpriso that the Finances Minister of 
that great nation declared in his last 
budget speech that the Government 
dare not impose a further burden. How 
the deficit will bo met and by what 
means public works already commenc- 
ed will be completed is a problem which 
remains as yet unsolved. 

imP A in SALARIES AND LAW- 
SUITS. 

There is no provision made in the 
Estimates for the payment of arrears 
of salaries due to public servants by 
the present Government. They were 
paid at reduced rates by order of the 
dictators. Those who remain in office 
must submit to the injustice; but those 
who have been discharged may take it 
into the Supremo Court and seek for 
justice there. They did not expect the 
Government would bo just, but they 
hoped that they had a sufficient know- 
ledge of the law to enable them to per- 
ceive that they cannot violate a con- 
tract with impunity. The man -who 
hires another at the rate of $2000 a 
year, cannot, when three months' sala- 
ry iB due, pay in full by paying at the 
rate of §1400 a year. The dictators 
may make a law to legalize such a sys- 
tem, but it would be unconstitutional. 
At present there is no such law on the 
Statutes. Will the Government pay 
the costs when the civil servants have 
obtained judgments? If they say "yes" 
at once the people will respect them; 
but they will remain silent, and when 
the costs are paid out of the public 
purse they will say to tho deluded mul- 
titude it was a mistake, the result of 
my desire to savo for you. If our 
people have any amount of common 
sonse they will be in a rage. Their 
inheritance, the finest portion of the 
Dominion, is perishing for want of 
brains. Fish is a brain-making diet. 
We ought to catch a whale for the At- 
torney-General and make him eat it. 

TRADE STATISTICS. 



Professor Newmann Spallart, of 
Vienna, has just compiled very com- 
prehensive trade statistics for the year 
1876, relating to every country on the 
face of the globe. The total value of 
tho world's imports during tho twelve 
months was $7,474,000,000, and that 
of exports $6,526,000,000. Great Bri- 
tain stands at the head of all nations, 
with imports representing the enor- 
mous sum of $1,876,000,000 and ex- 
ports showing an aggregate value of 
$1,284,000,000. Goods imported to 
the United States were valued at 
$485,000,000 and exports at $604,000,- 
000. Of the world's commerce Europe 
has 71.25 per cent., Asia 8.09 per cent., 
Africa 2.07 per cent, America 15.28 
per cent, and Australasia 3 29 percent. 
The annual value of commerce per head 
is estimated as follows: In Europe

EUROPE. 

Paris, March 24. — The vote in the 
Chamber of Deputies was 301 noes and 
78 ayes; rejecting the motion for in- 
quiring into the affair of conversion of 
5 per cent, rentes is regarded as a con- 
siderable success for Leon Say. It is 
understood President Grevy has ex- 
pressed his satisfaction 

A deputation from five Chambers of 
Commerce has pointed out to Minister 
Waddington that the economic atti- 
tude of America is unchanged sinse 
1875, when existing treaties of com- 
merce were discussed or confirmed. 
Waddington declared that the govern- 
ment was favorable to treaties of com- 
merce, and free trade would do its ut- 
most to solve economic questions in a 
liberal and far-sighted spirit. Minis- 
ter Ferry addressing a deputation de- 
clared that the republic would 
respect the rights of conscience and 
religious liberty, but would insist up- 
on coinpleto and formal observance of 
tho concordat, implying that it had 
hitherto been infringed upon by the 
clergy. 

Athens, March 24. — The Minister 
of Foreign Affairs has sent a circular 
to tho powers invoking thoir mediation 
on the frontier question between 
Greece and Turkey.

The 
Minister of the Interior has ordered 
tho governors of the various provinces 
to co-operata vigilantly against the 
spread of epidemics during the Spring, 



INDIA. 

Calcutta, March 24. — There seems 
yet no good ground for interfering 
with Burmah. The King is fortifying 
Mandalay probably through fear. War, 
bowcvei', may probably be forced on 
the British at any moment. It is said 
the King has dispatched secret emis- 
saries to Calcutta to assassinate a 
claimant to the throne who resides 
there. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, March 24. — Henry 
C. Bennett, a well-known journalist 
and at one time TJ. S. pension agent, 
died suddenly this morning.

SOUTHERN STATES. 
Atlanta, Ga., March 24. — Full re- 
ports of a destructive tornado which 
occurred last night stato that hundreds 
of miles of fencing have been pros- 
trated between Macon and Augusta; 
cattle outhouses, etc., are destroyed to 
a great value. The storm came from 
the southwest and was several miles 
wide. At Miledgeville the destruction 
of property was a hundred thousand 
dollars. The long wagon bridge across 
Oconco river blown down and a negro 
who was driving a 4-mule team across 
went down with it and was crushed on 
the shoals a hundred feet below. The 
total damage in the five counties can- 
not be estimated. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, March 24. — Rev. De- 
Witt Talraage appeared for trial 
this morning beforo the Brook- 
lyn Presbytery. The .principal charges 
against him are falsehood and deceit. 
He pleaded not guilty. Dr. Spear, his 
counsel, moved to quash the principal 
specifications, as they failed to indicate 
time and place. Aftera warmdebate the 
moderator granted tho motion to strike 
out the specifications. Talmage then 
demanded an investigation upon those 
very charges. He said that the peo- 
ple wanted to know if they were true, 
and if they were not investigated he 
would appeal to Kings County grand 
jury. He would waive all technical- 
ities and showed that he had done no 
wrong. It was finally decided to try 
Talmago on all the specifications.

EUROPE. 

Berlin, March 24. — Russia has pro- 
posed the occupation of Eastern Rou- 
molia by a mixed contingent or one be- 
longing to a neutral state. 

Paris, March 25. — In the Chamber 
of Deputies Minister Lepere asked for 
a credit of 300,000 francs to defray 
travelling expenses of amnestied com- 
munists. The municipality decided to 
maintain its resolution granting 100,- 
000 francs to tho radical committee for 
relief of communists. 

St. Petersburg, March 25. — This 
afternoon as Gen. Valdrentelen, chief 
of the Gens d'Armes, was driving along 
Neva quay a man on horseback fired 
twice into his carriage windows. The 
general was not hurt. The would-be 
assassin then rode a short distance, 
left his horse and escaped. 

London, March 25. — In the House 
of Lords to-night Lord Lansdowne's 
motion of censure in regard to the Zulu 
war was rejected by 156 to 61. 

Berlin, March 25. — Field Marshal 
Manteufel is mentioned as the prob- 
able Governor of Alsace and Lorraine. 

London, March 25. — Tho Queen left 
to-day for the continent. 

Berlin, March 25. — The Vatican 
has submitted proposals for the settle- 
ment of the Kultur Kampfy question 
based on the advance of German ecclesi- 
astics of moderate views. 

Berlin, March 26. — Upwards of 
100 arrests have been made in Moscow 
in consequence of the assassination of 
a Government spy. 

Perth, March 26. — There is not a 
single boat at Devasanya and great loss 
of life is certain if the flood increases. 

Vienna, March 26. — Renewed floods 
in Hungary have covered 12,000 acres 



of land which had already been sown 
and the lives of 12,000 people are en-! 
dangered. 

Berlin, March 26. — Tho Emperor 
William in hi3 replies to congratula- 
tions at receptions held on his birth- 
day liiid special stress on his desire to 
continue a pacific policy. 

London, March 26. — Mukhtar Pasha 
has asked for 40,000 men and 1C0 can- 
non for tho fortification of various fron- 
tier towns. 



INDIA. 

London, March 26. — A telegram 
from the Viceroy of India mentions 
tho reports that Yakoob Khan has sent 
detachments to Khord, Cabul and 
Tczen. It adds that Generals Browne 
and Roberts aro concentrating their 
forces at advanced points. 



CALIFORNIA. 
San Diego, Cala., March 25. — The 
Union's special from Tucson to-day says 
that a letter dated Altra, Sonora, 23d 
inst, states that the revolution seems 
to be at an end. The couriers arrived 
to-day from Magdalena with communi- 
cation from Gen. Altimavime directed 
to tho municipal president of Cucupres 
advising him . of the disbanding of 
forces under Mariscal and the peaceful 
recognition of the Lerna Government. 
Another courier arrived late from Pal- 
ma with a communication from Gen. 
Lerna to Gen. Lezergo notifying him 
that on the following day he, Lerna, 
would enter Hermosillo with 600 na- 
tionals and 300 volunteer troops. The 
federal forces aided Lerna which proves 
that President Diaz favored Lerna's 
resolution against tho lawful Govern- 
ment of Sonora.

Tuesday, March 26. 
Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 2 p.m. 

MESSAGES. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem, by command of his 
Honor tho Liout. -Governor, laid before 
tho House a message placing tho rever- 
sionary and other interests of tho Crown 
on lands at Ogden Point and other places 
in tho hands of the Assembly. 

Hon. Mr. Boaven by command present- 
ed an Act to amend tho License Ordinance 
Act, 1879. 

Tho Houso immediately wont into Com- 
mittee with Mr. E. Brown in tho Chair, 
and reported tho Bill, which was read a 
first timo, second reading on Thursday. 

RETURN, . 
Hon. Mr. Humphreys presented a re- 
turn of statement of accounts of tho como- 
tory trustoes. Ordered to bo printed. 

CEMETERY ORDINANCE ACT, NO. 35. 

This Bill was read a first time, second 
reading on Friday.

WAYS AND MEANS. 

The Houso then went into Committee 
of Ways and Moans with Mr. Galbraith 
in tho Chair, when a sum of 8395,354.81 
was granted to Her Majesty out of tho 
consolidated fund of British Columbia. 

IKS Committee then rose and reported. 

SUPPLY. 

The Houso then went into Committee 
of Supply with Mr. Galbraith in tho 
Chair. 

ROADS, STREETS AND BRIDGES. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem, in answer to Mr. 
Smitho, said S4500 was for tho u?e of 
Victoria City District on general works. 

Mr. Smitho said he would have no ob- 
jection to this vote if tho Government 
wero in funds, but when country districts 
could not get their fair share of money 
for improvements he thought it hardly 
just that a city which received so much 
should have this vote at tho oxpense of 
other districts. 

Hon. Mr. Bcavcn considered tho City 
was most justly entitled to a sum being 
placed on the Estimates for its use. 

Mr. Smitho contended that according 
to tho amount of revenuo contributed by 
Victoria, the city was not ontitled to any 
vote. Ho would ask how tho §2000 for 
Cowichan would bo spent. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said it was for gon- 
eral improvements in tho district. 

Mr. McGillivray regretted that so im- 
portant a district as tho ono ho represent- 
ed should have so small a sum put down 
for it. Tho district was increasing largo- 
ly in population, etc., and roads wero ur- 
gently required so that its resources might 
be developed. The revenuo was increas- 
ing and he thought tho Government 
should givo them somo return for what 
was paid into the treasury. 

Mr. Evans said, judging by what Vic- 
toria contributed to tho rovenuo and tho 
sumi voted to the city in tho way of edu- 
cation and other things, ho did not think 
the district had much to complain of. 
Cowiohan for 5 years paid in $4028 and 
received §53,454; Now Westminster for 5 
years paid in $84,904 and received for 
roads and bridges §345,911, witli Yalo 
district included, §018,000. Judging by 
the above he did not think either of the 
districts had much to complain of. 

Mr. McGillivray said in 1873 the total 
vote for roads, streets and bridges in Now 
Westminster only amounted to §8300. 

Mr. Harris said New Westminster dis- 
trict was undoubtedly entitled to largo 
appropriations, for the country was ono 
the most important in tho Province. Ho 
drew attention to tho urgent necessity of 
the Government rebuilding the Coquitlan 
bridge Tho country throughout contri- 
buted largely to tho revenue. He hoped 
the Government would consider tho ad- 
visability of placing a sum on the supple- 
mentary estimates for Coquitlam bridge. 

Mr. Vernon said the injustice on tho 
face of the estimates was so glaring that 
it was not to bo wondered that tho Gov- 
ernment had so long delayed bringing 
them down. They had in all cases given 
bountifully to thoir supporters and almost 
nothing to those districts which had been 
bo unfortunate as to sond down represen- 
tatives who were opposed to tho Govern- 
ment. Tho districts should have monies 
appropriated to them in accordanco with 
the rovonuo they contributed. Ho would 
say nothing about tho injustice done to 
his district providing tho Government 
would take into consideration tho advis- 
ability of granting somo assistance towards 
establishing a hospital there. 

Mr. Wilson considerod §5000 for Yale 
district a very large sum, 

Mr. Mara wished to know how the 
§5000 was to bo expended. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said it would be ox- 
pended in a general way throughout the 
district, but no now works would bo inau- 
gurated; part of it would also go towards 
paying certain outstanding contracts. 

Mr. Mara said ho was at a loss to un- 
derstand on what basis the Government 
had made out theso estimatss. Tho sum 
put down for Yalo was torribly small. 
The Mainland paid more than three times 
the revenuo of tho Island', yet by somo 
strango calculations of tho Government 
was to get a smaller appropriation than the 
Island. He did not think it was just that 
Victoria City should got §4500 and Yalo 
only ?6000. 

The Financo Minister said that tho pro- 
ceeds of lands sold in any district should 
not be credited to the rovenuo of that 
district. Although tho Government had 
abolished the system of dual taxation Vic- 
toria City Btill contributed more under 
tho Assessment Act than any other dis- 
trict in the Province. Ho defended tho 
course of tho Walkers Government in tho 
construction of the New Westminster- 
Hope wagon road and said that it would 
have paid dollar for dollar if tho adjacent 
lands had been sold instead of givonaway. 
Previous to tho road being opened no 
beef cattle woro shipped to Victoria from 
tho Mainland, but immediately it was 
constructed and owners of steamers bo- 
came aware of tho fact froight on cattlo 
was reduced and thus a market on the Is- 
land was afforded to tho Mainland stock 
«ds«rs, 



Mr. Smithe said that the road had had 
no effect whatever on the shipment of 
Mainland cattlo to Victoria. He had 
hoard of ono band traveling over it and 
arriving at New Westminster in an out- 
rageous condition, but tho owner of them 
never tried the experiment again. It was 
well known that tho road was now im- 
passable for some 20 miles. Portions wero 
doubtless of benefit to neighboring set- 
tlers, but tho monoy exponded on tho 
greater part of it might just as well havo 
been thrown into James Bay. The hon. 
gentleman then proceeded to draw a com- 
parison between tho revenuo derived from 
Victoria City and other districts and con- 
tended that the proceeds of land sales 
should bo credited to the revenuo of tho 
respective district in which the lands woro 
locatod. He showed tho City of Victoria 
had contributed to tho rovonuo only §45,- 
000 during tho past year and that tho rest 
of tho Province had contributed §383,- 
990. Notwithstanding this fact Victoria 
got tho lion's share of expondituro, and 
tho unfair sum of §4,500 was now placed 
on the Estimates for roads, streets and 
bridges in tho district. No such itom 
would havo appeared if tho Government 
wero not influenced by tho solid voto of 
tho four mombors for Victoria, and not- 
withstanding tho statomont of the Gov- 
ernment that the Estimatos_ hnd been 
framed on an equitablo basis no such 
principle had boon observed. 

Mr. Drummond said that tho appro- 
priation was tho first tho city had ovor 
had, although she was a vory heavy con- 
tributor to tho revenue. Ho hoped the 
item would pass. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said tho fact that tho 
New Wostminster-Hopo road was chokod 
with undergrowth was evidence _ of 
tho fertility of tho land through which 
tho road travelled. As for Cowichan dis- 
trict it was literally traversed by a not- 
work of roads. Indeed, so numerous were 
the roads that when ho had occasion to 
visit tho district ho nearly lost himsolf. 
He ridiculed tho efforts of the Elliott 
Government to open tho Howo Sound 
trail and said tho leader of tho Opposi- 
tion must havo confounded that with the 
New Westminster road. 

Mr. Vernon said ho believed some hon. 
members had sent in requisitions stating 
on what public works tho appropriations 
should bo expended. He would like to 
know whethor tho Government intendod 
to tako the slightest notico of theso re- 
quisitions or not. It was only right that 
the mombors should bo the first persons 
consulted concerning tho appropriations 
for their districts and that tho Govern- 
ment should not bo solely guidod by let- 
tors received from outside sources.' He 
contended that land salos should be credit- 
ed to tho rovenuo of the various districts 
and obsorved that it must bo due to the 
influence of tho eight members for Vic- 
toria city and vicinity that the sums plac- 
ed on tho estimates for those districts 
were so unfair. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom ridiculed the state- 
ment that the members for Victoria city 
had a controlling influonco over the Gov- 
ernment. Ho would state that he had 
been astonished at the small amount of 
pressure brought to bear by those gentle- 
men who woro in no way responsible for 
his policy. (Laughter.) The circulation 
of the cry that Victoria had a preponder- 
ance of powor was productive of no good 
and it was unfair to insinuate that tho 
Government had any preference for ono 
member over another. 

Mr. Mara, referring to hon. Mr. Bcav- 
cn's remarks relative to tho Howe Sound 
trail, read from tho evidence taken before 
a Select Committee and showed that 
whilst ono witness asserted that stops had 
to be cut in logs on tho trail to enable 
cattlo to climb ovor thorn tho bulk of tho 
evidence went to provo that tho trail was 
well constructed and tho bridges well 
built. Tho ex parte statement of tho Fi- 
nanco Minister was consequently unfair. 

Mr. Drummond wished tho House and 
public to distinctly understand that 
neither ho nor his colleagues had used 
any undue influence ovor tho Government; 
indeed they had nover used any influonco 
at all to obtain so paltry a sum as §4500. 
The member for" Yale (Mr. Vernon) had 
laid that the appropriation should bo ex- 
pended in tho erection of four monuments 
to tho Government with the members for 
Victoria City reclining at tho pedestals. He 
(Mr. Drummond) thought a monument 
should be erected for Mr. Vernon and 
that it should be made of brass because 
when in offico ho had undertaken that 
which ho was unable to perform (laughter), 
Why, ho would ask, did not that gentle- 
man hire a horso at §2 50 per day when 
he was travoling all over the country — from 
Dan to Beershoba— instead of putting the 
Provinco to an oxpense of nearly §800? 

Mr. Smithe said members of the Oppo- 
sition had ventilated their grievances, 
but it was evident argument and reason 
would make no diflerenco in the result. 
Ho hoped, thorefore, that a vote would 
be taken without delay. 

Mr. Pimbury said ho knew Cowichan 
pretty well but ho was not aware that any 
road had been constructed to any settlor's 
door, as stated by tho Minister of Finance. 
He tho light tho vote for Victoria City ex- 
cessive. 

Mr. W. Brown Baid Lillooet had con- 
tributed §3,000 more to tho revenuo than 
had been expended in the district. Ho 
approved of tho policy of the present 
Government in the prosecution of public 
works and expressed a hope that if a sum 
were to be placed on the supplementary 
estimates for a new hospital Clinton would 
bo selected as the site. 

Mr. Vernon pointed out that the Main- 
land districts which returned members in 
opposition to the Government wero dealt 
harshly with, whilst Island districts re- 
turning supportors received mora than 
they wero entitled to. 

The question was then put and the item 
passed. 

The Committee roso and reported. 

THE RAILWAY'. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem informed the Houso 
that a dispatch had boon received from 
Ottawa stating that the Separation Peti- 
tion left Ottawa for England on February 
24th last. 

The House then adjourned till 2 o'clock 
on Thursday.

Present — His Worship tho Mayor in 
the chair, and Couns. Thomson, Walker, 
Rome, Mansell, McLean and Smith. 

COMMUNICATIONS 

Were read from D. M. Hayne, asking that 
lines of lots 1438 and 1443 bo defined. 
Referred back for explanation. 

From J. Toaguo, on behalf of the Odd 
Follows, enclosing a diagram of thoir pro- 
posed now building and asking that an 
outlet for drainage may be furnished. Re- 
ferred to Stroet Com. 

From Mrs. W. J. Macdonald, asking 
that something may bo done to mako the 
road to her residence passable. Referred 
to Stroet Com. 

From W. K. Bull, stating that tho 
Council might apply to tho Legislative 
Assembly to make tho rules for tho col- 
lection of tho road tax from Chineso as 
stringent as those for collecting tho school 
tax. Referred to tho Mayor. 

From A. B. Gray, with roferonco to tho 
proposed exchange of property with Mr. 
Yatc3 and asking tho Council to obtain 
tho nocessary powor to make an exchange 
Ordered that tho Council take stops to 
ascortain whothor they can acquire such 
powor. 

From residents of James Bay, again 
calling attention to tho powder magazine 
being erected at Beacon Hill.

A report was read from tho Water 
Works Committee recommending that tho 
wator bo supplied to tho city direct from 
Elk Lake and also recommending tho ap- 
pointment of a practical man as Water 
Commissioner. Laid over for committee. 

FOUND BY-LAW. 

This by-law was read a second time. 

CEMETERY BILL. 

Coun. Rome drew attention to this bill 
now before tho Legislative Assembly. Ho 
considered the Corporation should havo 
been consulted on tho question and 
moved that tho Premier and senior mem- 
ber for Victoria should be asked to delay 
tho passage of the bill till tho corporations 
had considered it. Ho did not know 
whether it was because Mr. Evans had 
nothing to occupy his mind with refer- 
ence to his own constituents that ho had 
introduced this bill which affected Vic- 
toria; but he certainly thought ho would 
do woll to consult persons interested bo- 
fore taking so much trouble with what 
did not concern him. 

Couns. Walker and McLean spoke in 
favor of a greater portion of tho bill. 

His Worship thought tho bill required 
very soriouE consideration, especially when 
it transferred all trust of tho coinotery to 
tho Council. Ho thought Coun. Romo's 
motion was a good one. 

The resolution was carried by the cast- 
ing vote of the Mayor.' 

SURVEY OE THE CITY. 

Tenders wero ordered to be invitod for 
a survej' of tho city. 

UOSriTAL ROAD. 

Tho City Survoyor was ordered to givo 
the lovels for blasting tho rock at tho ap- 
proach to tho Hospital. 

The Council then wont into Committoo 
with Coun. McLoan in the Chair. 

WATER. 

The report of the Wator Works Com- 
mittee was road. 

A discussion took placo on the advisa- 
bility of re-appointing Mr. Gastinoau as 
Water Commissioner. It was finally re- 
solved that tho City Surveyor report to 
tho Council whether he can fill the two 
officos. 

The City Surveyor was ordorod to pro- 
pare plans and specifications for a direct 
supply of water from Elk Lako, by means 
of wooden pipes not less than 14 inches 
in diameter, to connect with tho present 
service. 

TOUND BY-LAW AMENDMENTS. 

The amendments again came up for 
consideration and the licenso for cows 
was fixed at §5 and payment of tho cost 
of the motal badgo. The amendments 
also passed. 

QUALIFICATION OF VOTERS. 

His Worship said ho had waitod on the 
Premier and Hon. Mr. Boaven on the 
question, of the proposed bill to grant 
persons paying road tax a vote on muni- 
cipal matters, and roproscnted tho very 
great evil which would result from it 
and they had stated they wero prepared 
to amend tho measure in some way. He 
thought it strango for any Government 
to allow a measure to bo introduced so 
vitally affecting tho city without consult- 
ing the corporation. At the same timo 
ho drew attontion to tho way the work 
for tho Council was increasing and thought 
tho number of Councillors should bo in- 
creased. 

A committee, consisting of tho Mayor 
and Couns. Rome and Thomson, was ap- 
pointed to wait on the Government on 
these matters, and to recommend that no 
ratepayer bo allowed to voto on municipal 
questions if he pays less than §7.50 taxes; 
also that ono additional Councillor bo 
olectod for each ward. 

Tho committeo thon rose and tho Coun- 
cil adjourned. 

Tho Now School Bill. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys laid tho now 
School Bill before the House yesterday. 
Contrary to gonoral anticipation, it does 
not mako tho high schools of tho Prov- 
inco feo-paying ; but it sweeps away the 
Board of Education and transfors most of 
their powers to the Superintendent and 
Boards of Trustees, giving the latter pow- 
er to appoint and dismiss teachers. No 
person is to be elegiblc unless ho holds a 
first, socond or third class certificate. 
Resident house or freeholders will bo en- 
titled to voto for trustees. In the Lieut. - 
Governor in Council is vested tho . power 
of appointing two examiners who, togeth- 
er with tho Superintendent of Education, 
shall examine teachers and grant certifi- 
cates of qualification. Power is given the 
Lieut. -Governor in Council to establish 
high schools in any districts where it 
may be expedient to do so, wherein the 
higher branches of education may bo 
taught; and evory such high school shall 
be under tho control of tho local Board of 
TruBteos for tho district wherein such 
high school is situate. 

Temperance at Ottawa. — A dispatch 
Bays: — Hon. Mrs. Tilloy gave a grand ball 
last night, at which there was a brilliant 
gathering. It was noticed that no intox- 
icating liquors were provided for the uso 
of the guests, and no such conduct was 
witnessed thore as occurred in another 
placo last week on a similar occasion. 

The N. W. Herald says the Yalo Creek 
silver miners have reached a feeder of ore 
four inches in widtli that assay o §1000 to 
the ton. 



The aliasing: Rail-way Dispatch. 

The report of tho committee on tho 
missing railway dispatch has boon printed. 
The committee examined Capt. Layton, 
who testified that ho remembered making 
a copy of tho document and produced tho 
schedule book with tho memorandum of 
copy therein. Ho could not say whothor 
ho gave the copy to tho messenger or re- 
turned it to tho Lieut. -Governor. Re- 
ceived no orders to suppress tho dispatch. 
J. Judson Young, deputy clerk of tho 
Executive Council in 1876, testified that 
he know nothing of tho dispatch; nover 
having seen it before. Mr. Elliott testi- 
fied that ho nover hoard of tho dispatch 
until informed of its existenco by one of 
tho committee; nor was ho consulted with 
regard to it; frequently consulted with 
tho Lieut. -Governor on railway mattors; 
thoro was nover any dispatch from tho 
Dominion to him (Mr. Elliott) unloss it 
came through tho Liout. -Governor. Mr. 
Vornon and Mr. E. Brown, mombors of 
Mr. Elliott's Government, testified that 
they had no idea of the existenco of tho 
dispatch until it was laid before tho 
Houso tho day before. Mr. Humphreys, 
clerk of the Executive Council in Juno 
and Jfifiy, 1877, testified that ho had 
nover heard anything of tho missing dis- 
patch until acting in that capacity. Ex- 
Governor Trutch, boing cabled, replied 
from Folkostono that ho doubtless sent 
usual copy (of dispatch) to Council, and 
writes : — 

"I cannot recall to mind any dispatch 
on tho Railway which was rocoived by 
mo at or about tho dato you name, ex- 
cept that from the Governor-General's 
Secretary, forwarding a copy of a dispatch 
from tho Secretary of State for the Col- 
onies to tho Governor-Genoral, in rela- 
tion to Lord Dufforin's thou approaching 
visit to British Columbia, which dispatch 
was discussed in Executive Council, and 
of which a copy is printod in the British 
Columbia Sessional Papors, 1877. 

"No doubt, howovor, a copy of any 
such dispatch as may, in the dispatch 
which you state I addressed to tho Do- 
minion Govornmonton the 4th July, 187G, 
havo been acknowledged to have been on 
that day received and laid before the 
Executive Council would havo been sent 
by me to tho clerk of the Council in the 
usual course, whilst tho original dispatch 
would havo boen retained in tho Liout. - 
Govornor's Olhco. This would bo in ac- 
cordanco with the course pursued invar- 
iably (certainly without any oxcoptioa 
that I am aware of) up to tho expiration 
of my term of otlico for the two years, 
or thereabouts, procoding, with respect to 
all dispatches received by me which wore 
of a character to rondor advisable their be- 
ing laid before Executivo Council and which 
accordingly were solaid before theCouncil. 
Previous to tho adoption of this course, 
that is to say, previous to a poriod extend- 
ing two years back, or thereabouts, from 
the expiration of my term of offico, all 
such dispatches woro laid bofore Council 
in tho original as recoivod, but this prac- 
tice was discontinued in consideration of 
tho risk of such original documents being 
mislaid. On relinquishing office I care- 
fully looked through tho records of cor- 
respondence in the Lioutonant-Govornor's 
office, and observed that all such origin- 
al dispatches wero complete in their prop- 
er places and order in tho office, and in 
accordanco with tho offico schedule of 
dispatches recoivod. * * * * * * 
"I have, otc. , 
(Signed) "Joseph W. Trutch."

It is well known 
that for months past Mr. Vallee and 
his friends have been unsuccessfully 
seeking to trump up charges agaiust 
Mr. Pruneau, postmaster of Quebec. 

Winnipeg; Mun., March 12. — Trains 
will cease running on the Pembina 
Branch to-morrow, Willis, ono of the 
contractors, notified the Postmaster 
here at noon to-day that he would not 
convey tho mails any longer. The 
greatest indignation prevails at this 
last act in tho bull-dozing scheme. 
Winnipeg will now bo entirely cut off 
from postal or other communication 
with the outer world until other arrang- 
mentB can be made. This will ma- 
terially interfere with tho tide of im- 
migration already setting in, and it is 
stated that one object of this is to 
direct our coming immigration to rail- 
way lands recently thrown open in 
Minnesota. 

Frederickton, N. B., March.— The 
strength of the Government was tested 
here to-day by Mr. Blair's want of con- 
fidence resolution. This resolution was 
as to whether the Government should 
carry out its agreement with the Grand 
Southern Railroad Company, Blair 
taking regular ground on his resolution. 
The motion was put, thirty declaring 
for the Attorney General's amendment 
and nine for the resolution. The Op- 
position is without hope, and Mr. 
Fraser's hands are stronger than ever.

(From tho London Telegraph.) 

The telegrams forwarded by this 
mail show how sad a disaster has over 
taken one of the columns of Lord 
Chelmsford's force advancing into Zulu- 
land. In Capetown the loss of so many 
men personally known to our citizens 
has created a profound impression. A 
public meeting will bo held, at which 
tho Chief Justice will preside, in order 
to strengthen the hands of the Govern- 
ment in this crisis, and tho Hon. E. 
Southoy has already initiated a sub- 
scription for the purpose of relieving tho 
immediato necessities of the unhappy 
women and children bereft by this de- 
struction of six companies of the 2-tth 
Regiment. 

Although no sucli disaster has bo- 
fallen the Britisharms since the annihila- 
tion of the 24th Regiment, with a large 
force of native troops, in tho Bholan 
Pass, it must not be supposed that the 
British army in Zululand has suffered 
defeat,, or that the punishment of Cety- 
wayo will bo foregone. 

Tho action began at eleven a.m. with 
the enemy's skirmishers, who were sup- 
ported by the dense masses of Zulus. 
These, in spite of the heavy losses in- 
flicted on them by tho fire of our men, 
gradually closed in and overpowered 
them. Somo of our men made good 
their retreat, taking the same direction 
that Captain Stafford and Mr. Davies 
did, and crossing the river at a ford 
below Rorke's Drift, reached Help- 
inakaar tho same night. They believe 
that others cut their way through the 
enemy in the direction of the General's 
main force, but there seems no room 
to doubt that our loss has been very 
heavy. The exact force engaged is not 
known, but apparently consisted of 
six companies of tho 24th Regiment, 
and detachments of the Natal Con- 
tingent, and about 880 natives of 
Colonel Durnford's battalion, with two 
gu ns and a rocket battery. 

No details havo been received of the 
engagement said to have been fought at 
the same time by the main body of 
Colonel Glyn's column under Lord 
Chelmsford's personal command, but 
natives who had como in, and were met 
by Captain Stafford and Mr. Davies, 
state that the General had been suc- 
cessful, and will probably return at 
once to the scene of Colonel Durnford's 
engagement, and further reports from 
him may be hourly expected. The 
names of officers and men lost will be 
published as soon as they can be ascer- 
tained beyond doubt. Captain Staf- 
ford and Lieutenant Davies sjseak high- 
ly of the conduct of all engaged, and of 
the admirable courage and firmness of 
the Natal Native Contingent. 

Tho same day Colonel Pearson pro- 
ceeded on his march to Ekowo, by 
which route he is advancing to Cety- 
wayo's kraal. It was supposed that 
the mass of the Zulu army would be 
oppojed to this column. No. 3 Column 
crossed the Buffalo River at Rorke's 
Drift, also on Jan. 12, and on the 
same day a successful attack was made 
on Sirayo's place, about thirty Zulus 
being killed and a largo number of 
cattle captured; afterwards, the same 
or following day, the General, making 
a reconnaisance with the bulk of his 
mounted men, was met by Colonel 
Wood, who had pushed forward with 
his cavalry in advance of the fourth 
column. 

In the attack made on Rorke's Drift 
on Wednesday evening, after tho de- 
struction of the camp, Lieutenant Brom- 
head, 2 24th Adendorff, 1 3rd Natal 
Contingent, who had escaped from the 
camp attack, and 100 men succoeded 
in keeping off over 4,000 Zulus. They 
fought that evening from fivo till day- 
light on Thursday, when the main 
column arrived to back them. They 
only lost Assistant-Commissary Byrne 
and twelve men, out of whom five were 
massacred in the hospital through be- 
ing unablo to move. 

The main bodies of Zulus have now 
recrossed, although small parties are 
still on the Natal side, close to the 
Buffalo. There is, however, no cause 
to fear any general Zulu advance fur- 
ther than Helpmakaar. 

There was a sad scene at the barracks 
in Caledon Square, on Saturday. About 
fifty women whose husbands, it is fear- 
ed, have been slain on the field of bat- 
tle, were bewailing bitterly the sad 
bereavement they had sustained, and 
their sobs were calculated to unman 
the sternest soldier that ever faced 
death upon the field of battle. The 
300 men of the 4th Regiment who had 
been left behind to garrison Cape 
Town, it being expected that they 
would not be required in Zululand, 
were in a state of the greatest excito- 
ment on the receipt of the welcome 
news that they were to proceed to the 
front on Saturday. While some were 
undergoing examination by the doctor, 
others were making small but necessa- 
ry preparations for their departure, or 
conversing eagerly about the lateevent. 
They were evidently in capital spirits, 
and by no means did they seem 
to regret that they were ordered 
to the post of danger. Even the 
bandsmen were not excepted, for they 
had been ordered to proceed with rifles 
on their shoulders to Natal, and had 
been obliged to hand in their musical 
instruments. 

The news of the disaster, if it had a 
slightly depressing effect, had apparent- 
ly made them determined to avenge 
the loss of their comrades in arms. "If 
I do get killed," said an intelligent 
soldier to us, "I will render an ac- 
count of a few Zulus first, and I will 
not be satisfied with merely seeing 
them — I will kill them." Porhaps tho 
expression was not a charitable one, 
but it. showed an amount of determina- 
tion which is highly necessary in timo 
of warfare.
